However, I still allow mysclt nmv 
and then in this supposed slen of an 
a.dvancGd clvill.;atlon, and the otiier 
day made a departure from my habic 
of reserve, of which 1 should llkt to 
apeak a little, not moved to do so by 
a desire tor either admiration ur Imi- 
tation, but by the thouEhtn nnd feel- 
ings which -were aroused on the occa- 
sion. 

I hod been holding a series of meet- 
ings In. a large Continental City, The 
time of my dcpailuic waa unknown ; 
still, a party of omuera and friends 
had gathered on the platform to wave 
a last farewell. Amongst this little 
crowd of Tveii-wiflhers 

Two Glrla were Pointed Out 

to me as b^lonslnff to the class christ- 
ened by Suelety "Unfortunates." I re- 
cognized tbam at a glance. They had 
attended my pubiie meetings with u 
group ot others. One or two of their 
componlon^i had been at the Penttent- 
Forni, and my female omccrB had 
prayed and pleaded with them all. 
ThCBi! two had been so far Interested 
as to nnd cTit the time I left the City, 
and had co:ne down co erlvo me a last 
loolc. 

They were very young, not yet out ot 
their Lcens. Perhaps they woi:ld not 
be called Hood-looUlnE, but neither 
could they be considered otherwise. 
They lind left at home the niiury with 
which tliey were bcdlzoncd the night 
beCore, and wore frocks and hats ot 
comparative neatness, and what was 
more hopeful about them, they had a 
stran(;e look of sadness and serlous- 
neas on their faees. 

Poor thines I 

I Thought of their Mothers, 

and wondered about their tralniiis and 
surroundings ; and then my mind wan- 
dered on to the gloomy future before 
them, and all so close at hand, and 
then the old queation came to my lips, 
"■What can I do for them T" Fain would 
I hovo carried them, away mere and 
then to some erreen valley in the beau- 
tiful country around, far from the 
temptation and the tempters with 
which they would have to fight that 
very nlRht, and surround them with 
companions and relationships as favor- 
able to their virtue and happiness and 
goodness, is their present clrcum- 
Btonces were unfriendly. 

But that was beyond my power. 
What, then, could I do 7 The train woa 
about to start, I could not speak their 
lantfuage, ur I would have given thom 
a few words of counsel, so I did what 
was possible at the moment. I beck- 
oned them to my carriage window, gave 
them , my -' hand, 

C'lltd on God to Blees them, 

and urged them to serve Him and do 
■ivhot was right. Than the engJno 'whls- 
;t]ed, the train moved off, and the last 
I saw ot the people on that platform 
-was, In answer to my salutation, wav- 
ing thoir Jiandkorohlefs, "tjlose Two 
■airlE "

myself with these, questionable char- 
acters, from whom everyone around 
them— the Salvationists excepted— kept 
clear, out of what would be called a 
very due regard for their reputation ? 
You may thlulc uC It as you choose, but 
I cannot banish them from my mind, 
aithoush twenty-four hours have pass- 
ed since the Incident occurred. 

It I had left them In a trail barque 
out on the troubled wavea ot the ocean, 
with the darkncHs gathering round 
them, and the roar of the onury aurf 
sounding In the distance, with a hun- 
dred chances to one that they would 
be engulfed before a long perijd had 
passed, I don't think I could have felt 
their condition to have been much more 
sad, or that it would have haunted my 
memory muuh more painfully than It 
did. In that case their position would 
probably have become known In the 
City, and, with compassion, many eyes 
would hn.vp ivp.tchet! their pcrlloUo i,iiB- 
aage over the yawning waves, and 
trembled as their boat pOBsed through 
the 

Toriuoua, Treacherous 
Channels, 

amidst the frowning rocks on Its way 
to destruction. 

But here were these two souls, yea, 
and two bodies, too. In danger as real, 
as material, ani< lAr more horrible ; 
and not only ore they pasaefl by with- 
out compassion and without assistanee, 
hut for the gratification of lust and 
the love of mammon are men and wo- 
men, directly and indirectly, helplug 
to drag thom down. It X could have 
been sure that they hod a slater or a 
friend who would not have regarded 
their touch as defllement, and who 
^vuuld have watched and waited and 
struggled to save them, I should have 
been comforted ; htit I could not en- 
tertain any such hope. 

But the greatest horror of all In con- 
nection with this Incident Is the fact 
that these two girls represent a vast 
multitude which no man can number 
ot the girls circumstanced as painful- 
ly and hopelessly as they are or ean 
be, and this terrible reeollectlon has 
aroused, and re-aroused, and aroused 
again the question In my heart, "What 
can be done for them T" 

vre Salvationists are doing some- 
thing. To have over 

Twelve Hundred Glrla 

taken from the darkness and danger 
and destruction of the atreetii under 
our Rescue hoofs at the present mo- 
ment, and to be annually paaslns so.ne- 
thlng like three thousand- through our 
Homes, with Inoreasing foclUtlea for 
the same work. Is gratifying. But what 
Is thlB aeeommodatlon amongst so 
many T 

To be compelled to refuse admission 
to a poor, frail creature, who after. 
pcrhapH, months of controversy and 
despair, has made up her mind to malcc 
oim desperate effort to save herself, is 
awful to contemplate. It is only like 
saying to the girl who has struggled 
out of the sea and its dangers, and 
reached your harhor of refuge, "There 
iB no room, nor hope, nor help here, 
and so you must turn round and go 
back to the shame and perdition from 
which you hoped you Itad escaped," 

Alas, In how many cities Is there no 
such door to knock at I But ought 
there not to be one within the reach of 
every poor, erring daughter of Adam 
everywhere T As I have often said, 
and shall go on nay Ins uutU my dying 
day, "Wherever the sinner, man or iro- 
man howu^pr dark und dismal tllelr 
past may have hi en, otrotchei out ttie 



hand and aaka for deliverance, the 
means of deliverance should he there." 
But cannot wo do more to save this 
class In other ways 7 I am very glad 
to know that the systematic visitation 
of the open raarltets of vice where this 
shameful and shameless traffic ic car- 
ried on. Is being pushed forward. I am 
glad also to know that a syatemaUo 
mission to the girls in their homes has 
been Instituted. There must be many 
hours o( sickness when tHelr hearts 
will be peculiarly onon to th-r I'-'-^.f rt!02 
ot the truth. At such times

der what Is being done for the most 
pitiable of all the pitiable beings this 
side bell Itself, the girls in the hospit- 
als when the last stages ot dlRease are 
reached ?

At that 
time, the place was In a neglected 
fltolc. and sorely In need of cultiva- 
tion, 00 that It v.'lU be seen the Farm 
BUttioritles liavfe ailoived no time to bo 
wasted. To-day the Farm la divided 
Into the followtns departments : Agri- 
cultural, Market-Garden, Dairy, and 
Pig-Ralslng, and has reached a good 
state ot development In each. 

For the success of all these varied 
ludUBtrlcs, our Commissioner Ih rcRpon- 
Blble.

Our present 
Commlsslonpr, JIIe.=: Eva Booth, also 
exhibits a very k^gn Interest In the 
progress of Farm afCalrs, and bids fair 
to become a practical farmer ; certain- 
ly she has every opjiortunlty to become 
protlclent In that accomplishment. 




That tho Farm, which Is one of the 
most valuablo assets the Army has, 
will become InorcnBlngly vuluublt: each 
year, we fully anticipate, viewing It aa 
a commercial undertaking. Independ- 
ent of Its moral aspect. The place Is al- 
ways open for Inspection.

The man's most pressing need 
Is dealt with at our City Shelter 
where a wllllngneBS to work la the one 
eaaontlal condition of procuring hath 
food and aheiter. The second need, 
viz., a place where a man can be put 
into auch a act of circumstances t'lat 
he can become a completely remodelled 
man la met at the Social *arm, and 
this la tho one great reason Mliy the 
EBlvallou Army Social Farm cxluta to- 
day. 

Farming has been chosen because, 
as la potent to evervone. that Is the 
only business we can rut men into 
which will benefit the country and In- 
jure no other already existing indus- 
try. 

WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISH- 
ED ? 
The Farm began to receive men about 
six months ago. To talk about aeeom- 
pllshmentB, therefore, when the char- 
acter of the work to be done la con- 
sidered, would appear almost ridicu- 
lous, yet we have already a blesBcJ 
report to (rive. 

There have been In all tiiirty-Uve 
mnr admitted to the Farm, twenty- 
three of whom have ficen satiBruuLui y 
cases, which mcmia tliat the men ore 
now enjoying tho orlvileijoa I'l Hi?

The remaining twelve 
have been mostly men -.vbo nave not 
appreciated the ayatem, v.hicli may 
have seemed sometimes a iride light 
to them, and have conBcquHntly gone 
out from us ; but even tlieje can start 
again if they choose. 0:\ Lhu whole, 
however, the men highly appreciate 
their privileges. Said one, In effect, re- 
cently, who was permanently helped 
and uplifted, and ivlio wna nlvlaed to 
go to more remunera'dve employ ment 
oulHlde, on account o' fne v'Jfe and 
children dependant urjou -lim : 'No!

Ever Blnce Its formation, over three 
j-eart aeo, It lia» gone ahoad with tho 
rapidity of a prairie Are, with some- 
wliat ot lis heat, but none of its smoke. 
The Bowerv Is one of the most varie- 
gated flpots in cosmopolitan New York. 
Tears aEO it was known to Peter 
Sluyvtausil and hlH iJutoh confreres ua 
■1'he Boiverle." In point ot fact, it 
usod to be the most urlatocratlo por- 
tion of tlie cily, and even now there 
reside directly in the neighborhood a 
mile colony ot the bluest-blooded peo- 
ple In JTew York, thoao who reckon 
Ihemrslvea several grades hlglipr In 
eoelai standing than even the Fifth 
Avenue people and the others who go 
to make up "the 400," or nppcr-cruat, 
ot thi-' city. But the Bowery proper, 
la later years, sank wofuUy in tiie so- 
cial scale, so low, in fact, that !t could 
not go much farther down-beeomlng 
the haunt ot the lowest type of de- 
bauchee of both HEiefi, mied With gild- 
ed deadfsllB run by human paro.'sltes. 
To-day It Is much dlfierent, thanlfs to 
the leavening influences at work there, 
although even now it Is aincne the 
moet needy (spiritually) dletrtets in 
lIiB city.

presenoB of the shoal or qulckannd, hut 
temptingly to Invite them on, until. 
alas I they are stranded along the 
coast-line ot time, and oh ! how otton, 
wrecked In the sea of eternity. 

A moat hetorogenoous crowd is al- 
ways to he seen on the Bowery : day 
nr night brings little cessation of the 
rushing to and fro of tho multitude on 
their diversified errands. Those who 
are high-toned, or, like so many of 
eartli'a counterfeits, would wish people 
to think them so, can spend an even- 
ing at one of the palatial beer-gardens. 
These places are most sumptuously 
decorated, and, as a rule, owned by 
Teutons, Hera you may find the 
wealthy merchant a,nd the CK-oonvlol, 
the young lady whoso virtue Is okln 
to a beautiful llower pure oi: color \sM 
without scent, alongside the 
HORDE OP UNREPENTANT MAQ- 
DAliENES, 

drinking, coarsely jesting, and all to 
the charms of sweet music wafted on 
tlie air by orchestraa of unquestionably 
cciTipetcnt female instrumentalists. 

Wherever you see a number of sa- 
loons, you And clustering around them 
a proportionately large numbtjr of those 
places designated by the three golden 
balls. What a tale of woe these places 
could unfold. There Is also present 
that awful Infliction,— tho deadly opium 
curse,

OOIiDSN TEXT :— "This is My Be- 
loved Son ; hear Him." Verse 55. 

Eight days previous to th!a Incident, 
Jeaua had been having some serloua 
talkB with HIB dlBcLples. trying to pre- 
pare them for the dark and stormy 
days which were drawing near, when 
no, ilielr Master, ahould be rejected 
ana cruel fled : so you can Imaeino 
their hearts were very heavy and sad, 
but, for Hlmaelf. Jesus had lived all 
Hla life with the Cross before Him, 

Verse 28. "He tooK Peter, James and 
John." Theee three always seemed 
present at every important event con- 
nected with Jesus' ministry. It seemed 
a peculiar and particular Interest was 
taken in these dlsclplefl ; they were 
blest with Buccial opportunities and 
prlvlleBes, but this only mtide their 
responsibility the greator. It Is flo with 
everybody. God expects more from 
those whose prlvlleees are the greater. 

"To pray." He had a deniilte purpooo 
In ail He did. What a beautiful exam- 
ple the Master has set ua I His life was 
such a busy one, yet He was not too 
busy to pray,. If Jesus felt the neces- 
sity of prayer, then how much more 
should we feel the Importance of keep- 
ing In close toueh with God. His feel- 
Inea never Interfered with His duty. 
He prayed Illraaoif, and thus influenc- 
ed others to pray. 

Verse 29, And as He prayed," Pray- 
ers effect great changes. It seems to 
be part, nf God's reward to Ills clttiu- 
ren. They often come from the Throne 
of Grace carrying upon their counten- 
ances the witness that they have been 
in the presence of God. The face Is 
often the index of the soul 1 

Verse 30. "There tallted with Him," 
An evidence of the communion there 
existed between Jesus and His Father. 
Heavenly mcsseneers have oft-tlmea 
vlalled the saints on the earth when 
passing through some ereat Borrow or 
trial, bearing strength and solace. 

Verse 38. "Were heayv with sleep." 
No doubt owing to their lutenao grief ; 
they were wearied out, completely ex- 
hausted ; but although His earthly 
friends were sleeping, Hla Heavenly 
friends had been with Him, the topic 
being the approaching death of the 
Saviour. 

Verse 93. "It Is good fop us to he 
here," Peter thought this would hfi n 
fur better course to pursue than to go 
down to JerHsalem and experleiictt all 
that sunrerlng which Je.sua had been 
telUngr them must be endured ; so, as 
an angel of light, the devil, through 
even a disciple, tempted Christ. This 
particular form of temptation faced 
Him on three diflerenl occasions. He 
was tempted to rolsn without the 
Cross. Heferences : 1. In the wilder- 
ness, <Matt. Iv. B) ; 3. Through Peter, 
(Mtttf. xvl. 22) ; 3, Through the thief 
on th ? croBB, (Matt, xxvll,, 40). 

VeriiB 34, "While He thus Bpalte." 
As if to rebulte Peter, God Hlmaelf 
spake, bidding Him heed the words 
spokc-ii by Jesus concerning His op- 
proaciilng passion and death. God's 
voice can often be heard thrnush the 
clouds ; sometimes His voice Is clearer 
to us In trouble than when the sim Is 
bright and all seems prosperous. 

Verse 3B. "And they kept It close." 
Some of God's dealings with us seem 
to be too sacred to be talked of light- 
ly. These three men Kept to themselves 
the wonderful things that had trans- 
pired on the mountain-top. 

Verse 37. "Much people met Him," 
Work was waiting. Busy people nevpr 
have to seek It for the industrious ever 
And something to be done. Jchus came 
tight from tho presence of Hla Father 
to meet the eager, expectant crowd. 

Verses 3S, 3D, 40. "Master, I beseech 
Thee I" What a heart-rending cry was 
thifl ! It spoke of the father's angutfih. 
How eagerly he had been watching and 
waiting for Jcsils, in whose absence ho 
had besought help from the disciples, 
but only to bo bitterly disappointed, 
for they were helpless to effect a cure 
in the case of his son.
